.AN EXPLODED SENSATION. 


Tha eminent statistician, Harold P. 


Brown of New York, sett) at rest all doubts 
concerning the proper execution of Kemru- 
ler by the application of the alternating 
electrical current. 
Mr. Brown it the 


eleetrical engineer who made the experi- 
ments on animals for the commission ap- 
pointed by the New York Legislature while 
the elec'ncal execution bill was pending. 
He says: 


Eemmler was dead within a second after 


the alternating current was turned on. 
My esprt euoa with animals and the re- 
ports of the death show I hat one second's 
contact with the alternating current will 
prove instantly fatnl; but that if this oar- 
rent is withdrawn before the expiration of 
twenty-five or thirty seconds the muscular 
rigidity caused by the passage of the car- 
rent through the muscles, will be followed 
by corresponding relaxation, whioh may 
produce spasmodic expulsion of breath and 
attempts at respiration. If the current is 
kept on more than thirty seconds, there is 
no movement whatever of the mntcles 
when tbe current is out off 
Kemmler was 


killed instantly and painlessly within tbe 
first second, but as the current was opened 
(taken off) before thirty seconds had 
passed, Ih're were reflex motions of the 
ujusclts which frightened some of tbe at- 
tendants into thinking that he WBB not 
dead. The current was applied the second 
time, and at onos, as tho report reached 
me, an appearance wna produced on vhe 
face and hands of the criminal which 
Rbowod beyond doubt that the first shook 
killed him 


This ought to put aside all of the sensa- 


tional storios that Eemmler was tortured 
and died a lingering death, and that the ex- 
ecution was in short, a failure.

MOST SATISFACTORY. 


Salt Like Tribune. Silver is still on the 


upgrade. It shows symptoms of passing 
bajoudall tue calculation* of the experts, 
and it is impossible to make anything like 
a safe prediction from day to4 day what it 
is going to do. Ia three mouths it has 
advanced twenty points. It bus but six- 
teen inoro io go be/ore it strikes high- 
water mark, and tbe Government has not 
yet began to purchase the four and a half 
million ounous monthly. It would not be 
at all astonishing ii, even before Congress 
meets, the old price should be established 
and the white metal be on a level with tbe 
yellow. The lovely feature is tliat the 
agricultural products of the East are ad- 
vancing as fast as silver 19, and for the 
first time iu tuu yours something like a 
legitimate hope warms the hearts of the 
farmers ' They were bliuded a long time 
by a dishonest aud unfaithful prohs, but it 
looks aa ih'ou^h silver would now take care 
of itself and usaort us sovereignly without 
any more weights being taken from it. 
It 


was a shameful thing that for seventeen 
years the Government of the United States, 
at the beck of a few interest gatherers, 
imposed snob loes and hardship upon its 
own people. 
It, Was a calamity worse than 


an exhaustive war. It was simply a steady 
and steadily increasing robbery, and there 
was no relief until the wrong became un- 
bearable. 
It would tuke a brave moo, 


when Winter comes, to stand np in Con- 
gress and mako any further fight against 
any measure to do fall justice to silver. 


THE CONSOLIDATION OX COUNTIES. 


Tbe Silver Stuta nays that the county 


boundaries proposed by the Constitution 
submitted by the Board of Trade IB printed 
in another column. Thefouiteen countit-s 
into which tho State is now divided, are re- 
duced to eight, Linder, Churchill, Nye, 
White Pine, Lyon B id Douglas being con- 
solidated with Esmeralda, Elko, Eurek», 
Humboldt, Lincoln, Ormaby, Storey and 
Wasboe. As now defined, Pumbolat will 
lose a strip a mile or so wile, on the east 
side, from tho Oiegrn hoe to the railroad, 
near Battle Mountain, from which plans it 
will gain territory south to a point near 
Kingston, u jog being made in the eastern 
line to leave Austin ont. l?roih near Kings- 
ton the line maa west, taking ia nearly all 
of Churchill county, including Slillwater 
and tho sinks of tbe Carson, to a point 
near Cleaver peak, from which place itruns 
north to the Oregon line, giving Washes a 
stup of what is now Humboldt teriitory, 
including a part of Camp McGarry Ener- 
vation, 
This county gets about twenty 


miles of railroad now owned by Churchill 
and loses a mile and a hulf more of road on 
the east side. 


The proposed division gives Humloldt 


'no great cause for complaint, and m all 
probability if the people desire it, the east- 
ern line of the county, might be left as it 
is, or extended far enough east to take in 
Battle Mountain.

An immense hydraulic riveting plant 


—the largest ever made-^-has been built 
in London for an engineering company 
in Holland, and is to be employed on 
marine boilers, The riveter has a gap 13 
feet deep, closes its jaws -with a power of 
200 tons, and is capable of closing rivets 
up to 8} inches in diameter. A travel- 
ing crane, 50 feet high, is designed to 
raise and manipulate a boiler weighing 
anything up to 50 tons. The crane is 
operated by two engines, steam for 
whioh and the powerful pumps giving 
hydraulic power for the riveter's great 
accumulator is supplied by two steel

Nlnety-sfct Feet of Snowfall In Colorado. 


Did you ever stop to think and figure 


np how much loose snow actually falls 
in the course of on average mountain 
Colorado winter? If you have, didn't 
the amount amaze you? AtRokomo in 
1884-S, by actual daily measurements, 
something like ninety-six feet of the 
beautiful fell between Nov. 1 and Juno 
1. Of course it kept on settling all the 
time, and when spring opened up there 
wasn't more than six or seven feet on 
the ground. The snowfall at Kokomo is 
genorally twice or three times vhat it is 
at Dillon, yet the amount that fell here 
during the winter of 1880-90 sounds lik« 
a big yarn, but the figures given below 
are absolutely correct and were care- 
fully recorded daily by Mr. Pratt at 
Ryan Gulch, just north of town. 


Amount of snowf all, gauged at a point 


one mile north of Dillon, between tbe 
first day of November, 1889, and May 10, 
1890: November, 88 inches; December, 81 
inches; January, 81 inches; February, 41 
inches; March, 70 inches; April, 23 
inches; May, 17 inches—making a total 
of 20 feet 10 inches. About eight-tenths 
of this SHOW fell during the night time, 
and nearly one-hall of it was very damp, 
settling rapidly as it fell, Thete figures 
seem preposterous, yet Dillon is not much 
of a place for snow either, and gets less 
of the beautiful than any other town in 
the county.—Dillon Enterprise,
